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GENERAL

AND POPULAR 


EDUCATION. 


In our givat politic.il parties, there arc 


thousands of public spirited citizens, who 
are most deeply interested iu promoting 
common education in this country. The 
attitude of General Garfield, the Ropub- 
bean candidate for the presidency, toward 
this important measure, deserves their 
most favorable consideration. He has 
been conspicuous and influential in il- 
lustrating, by his remarkable career, all 
the main educational questions, and in 
supporting them by his public efforts. In 
the Houso of Representatives and before 
popular assemblies, he Iris not advocated, 
with greater brilliancy and more cft'ec-. 
tiveness, the leading political, financial, 
and economic topics of onr day. Xo oth- 
er prominent official in Congress or else- 
where has contributed more 
to im- 


prove tho sentiments and operations of 
tho people in maintaining our public 
school sy.sto:n. His labors in this direc- 
tion have failed, thus far, to attract an 
givatly the notice of our citizens, as have 
his eminent services in the army, and in 
civil positions. Yet they entitle him, as 
mu3h as any other efforts of his life, to 
the cordial support of the people—espec- 
ially our teachers and other eJuaators, at 
the Presidential electbn this fall. 
Let 


us examine with candor the points under 
this subject. General Garfleld heartily 
endorses 
the 
principle 
in 
the 


present 
platform 
of 
tl>e Republi- 


can}- party, set 
forth 
as 
follows: 


'The work of popular education is left to 
the care of the several States, but it is 
the duty of the National Government to 
aid thafcwork to the extent of its consti- 
tutional ability." The platform further 
states, "We recommend that the Consti- 
tution be so amended as to lay the same 
prohibition upon the legislature of each 
State, 5nd to forbid the appropriation of 
public funds to the support of sectarian 
schools." This is a recognition, from one 
of the highest sources of the most precious 
interests of eighteen millions of children 
and youth, for whom it is sought to pro- 
vide the best instruction in tho schools of 
all the States and Territories. It is a 
pledge that this party, it continued in 
power, will use the authority of the gen- 
eral government to strengthen, in all le- 
gitimate ways, the educational move- 
ments of the different States, and to pre- 
vent the misappropriation of tho school 
funds, which have usually been derived 
from the sale of lands donated to the 
United States. The worth of such na- 
tional aid can be best measured by con- 
sidering its utility in encouraging the 
supporters of public schools, where they 
have been longest established, in secur- 
ing- needed improvements in the systems 
underlying these schools. Its necessity 
can be understood by noting the present 
educational condition of j.both the white 
and negro population of tho Southern 
States, where at least seventy-five per 
cent, of the children attend no schools, 
and one-half of these will soon use the 
ballot. There tho school operations are 
crippled and inefficient, the school funds 
have been largely misapplied or squan- 
dered, and tho intense hostility to public 
and free education, which has so long 
prevailed in many sections, has not been 
allayed. The Republican party and its 
chosen leader comprehend that no mdfe 
imperative duty now rests upon the coun- 
try than the maintenance of 
efficient 


school systems throughout the South. 


In his letter of acceptance, General 


Garfield writes on this subject as follows: 
" Next in importance to freedom and jus- 
tice is popular education, without which 
neither justice nor freedom can be per- 
manently maintained. 
Its interests are 


intrusted to the States, and to the vol- 
untary action of the people. 
Whatever 


help tho Nation can justly afford, should 
be generously given to aid the States in 
supporting common schools; 
but it 


would be unjust to our people, and dan- 
gerous to our. institutions, to apply any 
portion of the revenues of the Nation or 
of the States to the support of sectarian 
schools." The forcible meaning of these 
earnest words can bo judged from the 
a jtive and consistent endeavors of Gen- 
eral Garfield in bis public life, for twenty 
years, to advance general education in 
this country. Their practical import can 
be best weighed by placing them by the 
side of the recent utterance of a'promi- 
nent citizen of Virginia, viz.; "When 
millions of citizens arc growing up in 
the grossest ignorance it is obvious that 
neither individual charity nor tho re- 
sources of impoverished States will bo 
sufficient to moot the emergency. Nothing 
short of the wealth and power of the 
Federal Government will suflieo to over- 
come the evil." 


Before General 
Garfield'a 
entrance 


upon official life, he was essentially a 
school master. His preparation in the 
public school, academy, and college was 
with the immediate view of engaging in 
teaching. He gave instruction in schools 
of all these grades, and here acquired 
his fine distinction. He had rare oppor- 
tunities to test the worth of the knowl- 
edge gained from our school books, and 
the necessity of strict discipline enforced 
in our schools in fitting men to be law- 
abiding citizens. He has studied with 
true philosophical insight the principles 
and methods which form the basis of our 
system of education. He has repeatedly 
shown himself to be in full sympathy 
with the aims and exertions of that class 
of our people who maintain the best 
schools, at the cost of great labor and the 
sacrifice of personal comfort. He under- 
stands, with the clearness of noon-day 
light, the important needs of thorough 
public education to develop the resources 
of the country, to establish a high stan- 
dard o! general morabty, and to cultivate 
the sentiments of a lasting patriotism. 


His views on this subject have often 


been expressed in his addresses before 
students, 
popular 
gatherings 
and 


his fellow 
members of 
the House 


of Representatives. In an address given 
in 1SC7 before a literary society at Hiram, 
Ohio, he says, "The nation having passed 
through the childhood of its history, and 
being about to enter upon a new hfo, 
based on a fuller recognition of the rights 
of manhood, lias discovered that liberty 
c.m be safe only when suffrage is illum- 
inated by education. It is now perceiv- 
ed that the life and light of a nation are 
inseparable." 


In speaking of the establishment of 


agricultural colleges in this country, and 
of what he terms "the stupid and crimi- 
nal neglect" of our higher schools to fur- 
nish proper instructions to the tillers of 
the'soil, he says, "Tho people of the Unit- 
ed States have found so little being done 
or likely to bo done, to educate men for 
the work of agriculture, that they have 
demanded and at last have secured from 
their political servants in Congress, an 
appropriation sufficient 
to build and 


maintain, in each State of the Union, a 
college for the education of farmers. The 
scholar and the worker must join hands 
if both would be successful." The meas- 
ure had his earnest support in Con- 
gress. 


Ho alludes to a prominent defect iu onr 


former systems of education, as one of 
the causes of the "dormant and dying 
patriotism" of the Nation before the Civil 
War. "Seven years ago there was scarce- 
ly an American college in which more 
than four weeks out of the four years' 
course were devoted 
to studying tho 


government and history of the United 
States.

eration. It is far inferior to the educa- 
tional system of Persia three thousand 
years ago. The uncultivated tribes of 
Greece, Rome, Lybia, and Germany sur- 
passed us iu this respect. Grecian chil- 
dren were taught to reverence and emu- 
late the virtues of their ancestors. Our 
educational forces are so wielded as to 
teach our children to admire most that 
which is foreign, and fabulous, and dead. 
I insist that it should be made an indis- 
pensable condition of graduation in every 
American college that the student must 
understand the history of this continent 
since its discovery by the Europeans; tho 
origin and history of tho United States, 
its constitution of government, the strug- 
gles through which it has passed, and tho 
rights and duties of citizens who are to 
determine its destiny and 
share its 


glory." 


In referring to "that special knowledge 


wliicli is necessary to fit a man for the 
particular profession or callin g" which a 
young man may adopt, he says, "You 
will make u fatal mistake if you make 
only the same preparations which your 
predecessors made fifty or even ten years 
ago. 
Each generation must have a high- 


er cultivation than the preceding one, in 
order to be equally successful,—and each 
must be educated for his own times. If 
you become u lawyer, you must remem- 
ber that the science 
of 
law is not 


fixed like geometry, but is a growth 
which keeps pace with the progress of 
society." 


Who has stated more strongly tho ab- 


surd practices in our public schools, 
which compel children to memorize the 
mass of words and sentences, not under- 
stood in a single syllable by them'? "Thus 
are squandered," he says, "nay, far worse 
than squandered, these thrico precious 
years, when the child is all ear and eye, 
when its eager spirit with insatiable curi- 
osity hungers and thirsts to -know tho 
what and the why of the world and its 
wonderful furniture. We 
silence its 


sweet clamor by cramming its hungry 
mind with words, words—empty, mean- 
ingless words. It asks bread and we give 
it a stone. It is to mo a perpetual won- 
der that any child's love of knowledge 
survives the outrages of the 
school- 


house." Again ho says, "School commit- 
tees would summarily dismiss the teach- 
er who should have the good sense and 
courage to spend three days of each vreek 
with her pupils in the fields and woods, 
teaching them the names, peculiarities, 
and uses of rocks, trees, plants, and flow- 
ers, and the beautiful story of the ani- 
mals, birds, and insects, which fill the 
world with life ani beauty." "That man 
will be a benefactor of his race, who shall 
teach us how to manage rightly the first 
vearsot a child's education."

listorians say that no aqueducts, ancient 
r modern, equal some of these in length 
r expense ot labor. 
They were from 


no hundred to five hundred miles in 
ength, passing along the precipitous 
ides oC the mountains, across chasms, 
nd in some instances were tunneled 
lirough the solid rocK. And what ap- 
ears incredible, thero is no evidence that 
lie Incus were possessed of iron tools of 
ny sort, with which to pierce those tun- 
els. The azacaya which we saw yester- 
ay was visible from the track the whole 
istauco, and I traced it from the plain, 
long the sides of tho mountains gradu- 
11)' increasing in altitude, and passing in 
Imost inaccessible places. 
These azac- 


yas are nearly all in rums, and portions 
* this could only be traced by the ter- 
ucp barely visible through the sand 
vhich covers it. 
Other portions have 


>een utilized of late years, and iron pipes 
lave been laid in the old beds to carry 
vator to the barricades or plantations in 
he valley.

They were fully as stupendous 
aid wonderful as tho azacayas, traversed 
mountain tops, crossed 
chasms, and 


pierced tho solid 
rock. Whore 
the 


chasms were narrow, bridges of solid 
uasonry were built, and where they were 
;oo wide for this, swinging, or rather 
lauging, bridges of rope were stretched 
icross. Prom what I have seen and read 
t think the former occupants of Peru 
were much more skillful and enterprising 
than those now in possession. 


Aside from tho antiquities mentioned, 


thero were other things, more modern, 
which interested us. There were im- 
mense sugar plantations (or haciendas us 
they are universally styled here) with 
their adjuncts, through or near which we 
passed. One of these has between twen- 
ty and thirty miles of private railroad on 
tho estate, with private engines and cars; 
and I understand that the person at pres- 
ent working the plantation, pays an an- 
nual rent of 85,000 pounds sterling, or 
upwards of §170,000 to the owner. Prom 
these points you may form some idea of 
the size and valuo. It takes very little 
irrigation to mako this adobe laud very 
fertile, and the soil and climate are 
adapted to the cultivation of tho sugar- 
cane. These plantations are worked al- 
most exclusively by Chinamen who are 
brought here, and who arc bound to 
work eight years. They aro virtually 
slaves during that time, and every plan- 
tation of any size has its Chinese quar- 
ter. This is an enclosure of several 
acres in extent, completely surrounded 
by a wall some twenty feet high; and in 
this tho Chinamen are locked every night 
after working hours. 


Entering one of these I found myself 


in a Chinese town. 
Narrow, crooked 


streets seemed to have lost their way in 
the labyrinth of 
dirty, bamboo huts, 


which filled the inclosure. 
Everything 


vus squalid and dirty, and the very air 
seemed tainted. Had I never been in 
Chinatown, 'Frisco, it would have seemed 
impossible for human beings to have 
lived in such a place. 


Adjoining this abode of squalor, and 


in strange contrast with it, was the resi- 
dence of tho proprietor of the estate, 
whose houses and gardens were also en- 
closed with a high wall. 
Directly in 


front o£ the house, tho wall expanded 
into a square building, the lower part of 
which was pierced by an archway which 
formed tho entrance. 
Passing through 


this we entered a little court, rectangular 
iu shape, and paved throughout with 
cobblestones. 
AH 
the 
build- 


1 ings 
and 
the 
walls 
were 


fainted white, which gave an air of cleau- 


I liness to the surroundings. On the left, 


'. as we entered, we observed a miniature 


chapel, surmounted by a small spire, and 
two bells. The interior was without a 
floor, and entirely bare, except at one end, 
where there was an altar, and imago oi 
the Virgin Mary, and other symbols pe- 
culiar to the Catholic religion. On the 
right of the court were outbuildings, 
kitchen, store rooms, etc,, while opposit3

the entrance stood tha main residence, a 
large, low building, with another archway 
through the middle of it, leading into 
tho garden. Porches ornamented with 
[lowers and running vines ran along the 
front and roar of thu house; while the 
.ardeu was tastefully arranged and con- 
tained a variety of ilowers in bloom. Be- 
yond was an orchard grove, with plenty 
of ripe fruit. Our stay was necessarily 
short, and wo were soon under way 
igain. ^ We readied tho end of the road 
at 11 o'clock having reached an altitude 
of about 2,000 foot. 
Tho scenery hero is 


rugged, but not grand. 


We returned from our journey in the 


afternoon, dusty, rather hungry, a little 
tired, and glad to get on board again. 


Chimbote is a modern town only six or 


seven years old, and owes its origin to 
the railroad. It has a population of only 


few hundred. Like all Peruvian coast 


towns, sand is its chief characteristic. 


There is a good harbor here, however, 


and just now it presents a lively appear- 
ance. The war has driven all the ship- 
ping north, and this is the headquarters 
of the Pacific Steam Navigation Com- 
pany. There are upwards of a dozen 
steamers at anchor in the harbor, besides 
numerous sailing vessels, and the "Alas- 
iu," tho "Onward" and the. "Lackawan- 
:ia." The war is at somewhat at a stand- 
still just now, and lias been so ever since 
;he Peruvians wore defeated at Arica. 
The Chilenos are not idle, however, but 
arc blockading tho Peruvian ports as fust 
as they can. They are gradually working 
north and will doubtless be here before 
iiany days. It is anticipated that the 
Clnlenos will besiege Lima in the course 
of a mouth or two, but of course that is 
only conjecture. Others think they will 
jlockude all the ports and try to reduce 
;he country in that way. 
One thing is 


certain. The Peruvians have had the 
worst of it so far. 
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SILVER ORE. 


« RiiHlM II|>on wliich Silver Ore Is 


Sold at £,ra<lvllle. 


The business of buying and selling 


ores in a camp like tlj'is, when the ou1> 
put of tho mines is so immense and tho 
value of dollars so great, has been re- 
duced to a science, and is by no means, 
as many have supposed, dependent upon 
the fair dealing and honesty of the mill- 
men, who generally aro the purchasers. 
Tho large mining corporations 
and 


wealthy individual owners of productive 
properties have their own assayers, as 
well as their own scales at the mines. 
So far as practicable, similar ores from 
the different pay-streaks are piled to- 
gether for shipment, under the distin- 


•iiishing titles of hard carbonates, iron, 
ark sand, gray sand, and many other 


varieties of ore. The assaycr makes 
frequent assays for the purpose of keep- 
ing a general knowledge of these separ- 
ate kinds of ore; yet such assays are not 
the basis upon which sales are made, 
owing to the fact that such samples may 
be either too high or too low for the bulk 
of such lots, and the correct sampling 
must be arrived at by the process cus- 
tomary at the sampling-works of re- 
serving so many pounds,' at regular in- 
tervals, out of a given weight of ore as 
it is being crushed. This system gives 
approximately the true value of the bulk 
of ore, to ascertain which is equally to 
the interest of the buyer and seller. 
Samples from these bulk samples are 
assayed by the mill-men and by the 
owners, and, if the ounces closely tally, 
the price to be paid is arrived at. If 
too groat variations occur, the assays 
are made over again until they do agree. 
Tho owner of ore, knowing the cost of 
milling and marketing ore, is as well 
able to determine what the mill-men 
can afford to pay as the mill-man him- 
self, and thus there is full and complete 
satisfaction and confidence existing be- 
tween the sellers and buyers of ore in 
this camp. The weight of each ton of 
ore is made to tally almost to a pound 
by allowing for the unavoidable light 
waste in the hauling, and it is very sel- 
dom that disputes arise on this point.— 
Leadvillc (Col.) lievcille.

PROTECTIVE TMONS. 


OperuttnnH oT the 


tlve Uniuu of 


\Voinan'M 
w York <:ity 


THIS society was established in New 


York some sixteen years ago, to pro- 
mote the interests of women who ob- 
tain a livelihood by other employments 
than household service, and especially 
to provide them with legal protection 
from the frauds and impositions of un- 
scrupulous employers . In making shirts 
at fifty cents a dozen there may not 
seem to be scope for fraud ; but little as 
some working-women are paid, it is di- 
minished by a variety of tricks of the 
trade, and sometimes it is withheld al- 
together. There are employers who are 
never able to make the exact amount oi 
change on pay-day, and who deduct a 
few cents from week to week, until the 
total loss to the unfortunate employee: 
is many dollars. 
There are other em- 


ployers who find no little profit in ex- 
acting a deposit from the women to 
whom they give work, ostensibly as se- 
curity, but practically as a premium, 
the depositor never obtaining her money 
again ; and another way of still further 
impoverishing the fagged-out women is 
to deduct something on the ground that 
their work is not as good as the sample, 
or that it is delayed in delivery. 


The sewing-machine frauds' are pretty 


familiar. 
Every woman who lires by 


sewing must have a machine, and a ma- 
chine is a costly article. 
But there are 


hosts of accommodating agents who 
supply the desideratum on eas)', even 
generous, terms. 
" Here is a silent, lock-stitch, fully- 


improved article. 
Take it home, mad- 


am, and pay for it in installments of 
five dollars a week. Nine fives are for- 
ty-five ; in nine weeks 
it will 
be 


yours. More than this, I will gh-e you 
work to the amount of five dollars a 
week, and you need not put your hand 
into your pocket once." 


Who can say that it is a bleak, faith- 


less, and merciless world when such 
men as these abound? 
The woman 


signs a paper, almost invariably without 
reading it, as, the greater part of it be- 
ing printed, it has every appearance of 
authenticity ; and the machine, with all 
its improvements, is delivered to her. 
Not unlikely, unless she is shrewd, a 
worn-out article, rogilt and reburn- 
ished, has been foisted upon her : and 
in this case she will be allowed to hold 
it when the installments are complete". 
But if it is a valuable machine, the in- 
tention of the agent is to eveatually de- 
prive her of it. Perhaps he assures her 
that he has the fullest confidence in her, 
that she need not be over-punctual with 
her installments, and she, perhaps, be- 
Ueving him, delays payment for two or 
three weeks, when she is within a few 
dollars of her last installment. On the 
pretext that she has not fulfilled her part 
of the contract, she is dispossessed of 
he machine: and when the document 
that she has unwittingly signed is ex- 
amined, it is found to be so constructed 
that the seizure is legalized. 
In nearly 


all cases the price put upon the machine 
is more than its value, and the sum is 
increased if the woman pays for it by 
her own work, the employer deducting 
various amounts on the plea, before 
mentioned, that her work is not up to 
the standard. 


It is against such mean swindles as 


these that the Protective Union exerts 
itself, and to prevent which it was 
founded. Left to themselves, the women 
imposed upon are often too ignorant to 
know how to seek the recovery of their 
machines, or too poor to prosecute. 
They appeal in vain for consideration, 
scold the agent, and then subside in the 
sympathy of their neighbors, unless 
they find the Union, which is an im- 
placable litigant for them, 
carrying 
their cases from court to court, and em- 
ploying the most capable counsel, if 
necessary, to secure justice. The mere 
fact of its existence represses much 
.wrong, and it has contested its cases 
iwith such persistence that few default- 
ing employers are willing to defend a 
suit brought by it; but at the same 
time it should be said that it does not 
proceed to law until it is convinced of 
the validity of its cause, and it does not 
immediately take for granted all the ex 
parte testimony brought to it. 


Once a week a lawyer attends the 


rooms of the Union in Bleo'cker Street, 
and the persons complained of are sum- 
moned to meet the plaintiffs. 
If the 


former do not appear, and also ignore a 
second summons, the case is taken into 
court at once; but usually the em plover 
presents himself to answer the charges 
made against him, and sometimes he 
proves that it is he who has been in- 


Some I scfiil Hints for Talcing Vp. 


< U'ntilns and PntliDg Dotvn Cnr- 
pets. 
IT is one of the chief articles of thafj 


mysterious household religion held by 
all earnest housewives that "all the car- 
pets must come up every spring and 
fall." To men this is not only foolish- 
ness, but a frequent and literal stum- 
bling-block. 
Take the "spare-room" 


carpet for example. 
The man of the. 


house remembers that it \vasslmkenlast 
fall, and that since tlmt time the spare- 
room has boon used only four times. 
When, however, he remarks to his wife, 
"Of course, you're not going to take up 
the spare-room carpet?" she invariably 
replies, "Of course, I am," 
and in- 


quires if he "wants to live iu a perfect 
pig-pen." 
As a rule, no man of Anglo- 


Saxon origin does wish to inhabit either' 
a perfect or an imperfect pig-pen, but; 
it is seldom that the male mind can 
trace any necessary connection between 
living in a pig-pen and dispensing with, 
the rite ot shaking the spare-room car- 
pet. 
Protests 
agaiu.sL carpet-shaking 


are, however, useless. Where a woman 
lias once adopted the belief that all car-! 


must be taken tip every spring and 


:all, she will remain iirui in the faith in 
spite of all persuasions. 
When the 


spring time comes, gentle Annie, or 
Maria, as the epse may be, takes her 
;ack-hammer and a china saucer to hold 
the tacks, and then falling on her knees, 
performs the solemn ceremony of taking 
jp the carpels with an unwavering faith 
in its eflicacy which is both beautiful 
and pathetic. 


The work of shaking carpets is by 


universal consent monopoli/.cd by col- 
ored men, and, together with preaching 
and whitewashing', constitutes one of 
the three leading colored industries. 
There is no doubt that, like the devout 
housewife, the colored man looks upon 
carpet-shaking in the light of a religious 
ceremony. 
This alone explains the 


solemn and reverential manner in which 
he does his work. He avoids with the 
utmost care all unseemly violence. He 
handles the carpet with manifest awe. 
Often he pauses and may be seen, with 
the edge of the carpet in his grasp, gaz- 
ing on vacancy in rapt meditation. 
When he has finished shaking, he hangs 
the carpet over the fence or a convenient 
clothesline and gently taps it with a 
stick. 
This part of the ceremony is 


called "beating tlie carpet," but the 
colored man evidently regards it as a 
purely symbolic operation. He would 
not hurt the carpet for the world, and 
were he to beat, his wife or small boy in 
the timid, reverential way in which he 
beats a carpet, his reputation as an en- 
ergetic and faithful husband and father 
would be forever gone. The shaking 
and beating being ended, the colored 
man folds up the carpet, carries it into 
the house, collects four or five dollars 
for his services, and goes his way, while 
the housewife resumes her tack-hammer, 
puts down the carpet, and subsequently 
boasts to her husband, with a touch of 
self-righteousness, that her knees are 
black and blue, and that she. don't be- 
lieve she will be able to walk for a week, 


[n spite of all this trouble and labor, 


the last stale of that carpet is little bet- 
ter than the first. 
It still yields its dust 


to the demand of the. broom. It is still 
suspected of harboring moths, and its 
outward appearance is in no way im- 
proved. Most housewives have a secret 
and gnawing consciousness that carpet- 
shaking produces no material result, 
however much it may benefit the soul. 
There arc few women who would not 
eagerly 
welcome 
any 
invention 


whereby the unsatisfactory carpet-shak- 
ing colored man should be superseded 
'iy really eflieiimt carpet-shaking ma- 
chinery. 
Such an alleged invention 


was recently brought to the knowledge 
of Mrs. 1'uters, of Westboro, N. H., 
and was hailed by that excellent woman 
with great enthusiasm. 


The agent who sold Mrs. 1'etors the 


Columbian Carpet-shaking Machine ex- 
plained to her the way in which it 
worked. The machine consisted of a 
large wire-gauge cylinder, in which a 
carpet could be placed, and which was 
revolved at a high speed by clock-work. 
Within the cylinder was a collection of 
flails and brushes, which, when put in 
motion by its revolution, thoroughly 
beat and swept the carpet. 
The agent 


asserted that his machine would "thor- 
oughly remove all dust and extraneous 
substances from the texture of the car- 
pet, would destroy moths and other 
deleterious insects, ami would impart a 
beautiful gloss to the surface of any 
carpet, rug, or blanket, that might be 
submitted to its action." When he had 
tested its effect upon the parlor carpet, 
Mrs. Peters was so charmed that sho 
bought the machine on the spot, and as 
soon as the agent had gone sho took up 
the dining-room carpet, and put it in 
the cylinder. 


For some reason the machine could 


not be made to work, and Mrs. Peters, 
thinking that there must be something 
wrong, took out the carpet and crep" 
into the cylinder in order to see if any 
of the Hails or brushes were out of or- 
der. 
Suddenly, and without the least 


warning, the diabolical machine began 
to work. 
The cylinder revolved with 


tremendous rapidity, and the Hails and 
brushes did th-.iir whole duty. The ma- 
chine could not bo stopped until the 
clock-work had vim down, and the agent 
had warranted it to run for twenty min- 
utes. 
During that time the machine 


was busily occupied in removing all 
dust and extraneous substances from 
the texture of Mrs. Peters, in destroying 
all moths and other deleterious insects, 
and in imparting a beautiful gloss to 
Mrs. Peters's surface. 
In fact, it did 


every thing that the agent said that it 
would do, but when, four weeks later, 
Mrs. Peters was able to rise from her 
sick-bed, her first act was to hire a col- 
ored man to cart the machine down to 
the Connecticut llivcr and throw it into 
the deepest available pool. 


In spite of this impulsive and irritable 


conduct on the part of an otherwise es- 
timable Judy, the Columbia Carpet- 
shaking Machine may prove to be all 
that its agent claiim for it, and may yet 
be a blessing to the housewife. If wom- 
en will have carpets shaken, it is de- 
sirable that they should be well shaken, 
and if this machine really does meet this 
want, it ought to gain a lasting popu- 
larity among earnest and careful house- 
wives.—N. Y. Times.

A Moat Iteuiurliiilile mtoi-y of u Voting 


Man Proving IIl« I'nren I ny;i-. 


IN Now York City, tho other day, 


writes the correspondent of the St. 
Louis Republican, by permission of Jus- 
tice Cooke, R. F. C. Pcnnell, who claims 
to be the son oi the Rev. Oeo. C. Pen- 
nell, served his alleged fatlier with 
amended complaint in his suit nominally 
to recover board furnished by one Ra- 
phel Renz, when plaintiff was an infant, 
but really to establish his .parentage. 
The suit has developed one of the most 
curious romances in life ever drawn to 
light through the agency of the courts. 
The Rev. Mr. Pennejl has been obliged 
to step down and out from the prosper- 
ous Episcopal pulpit he has so long oc- 
cupied. 
Mr. Pennell, until recently, 


has been pastor of the loading Episcopal 
Church in Newark. He is portly and 
prosperous. In the height of his pros- 
perity a man turns up who claims to be 
his son and who, in establishing that 
claim, lays bare a secret chapter in the 
minister's life. 
The Rev. Mr. Pennell, 


when a theological student, became inti- 
mate with Miss Mary Hannah Schroep- 
pel, a member of a wealthy family of 
the town of Schvoeppel, Oswego Coun- 
ty, and became engaged to her. They 
were secretly married on May 10, 1852, 
by Rev. J. B. Wood, of the Sands Street 
M. E. Church, the sole witnesses to the 
marriage being 
the 
sexton of 
tho 


church, George Dickson, and Matilda 
Patten, a nionial in the officiating min- 
ister's family. 
On Juae 10, 1852, tho 


bride gave 
birth to a male child. 


The infant 
was taken 
away 
from 


the 
house 
by 
Dr. Pennell, the 


young 
minister's 
father, 
no\v 


dead, 
who 
led 
the 
young 


mother to believe that it was dead. 
When she recovered she was turned off 
by her husband and abandoned as his 
wife. As her marriage was .a secret 
from all her relations, she returned to 
her old home and lived as a single wom- 
an under her maiden name until her 
death some four or rive years ago. She 
did not dream that her son was living 
and was being reared in ignorance by a 
German in the suburbs of Brooklyn, to 
whom, as an infant, the child had beoii 
taken. Before Hannah Schrooppel died, 
she told the secret of her marriage and 
tho birth of her child to her confidential 
legal adviser, ex-Attorney-General Pratt, 
who drew her will. 
She gave all of her 


property to charity, believing that she 
had no 
hairs. 
Ex-Attorney-General 


Pratt, in a recent letter upon the case, 
wrote: 
" I will only add that the plot of no 


romance ever read by me equals the 
actual history of tho case taken from the 
commencement to the present time. 
The heartless abandonment of a good, 
confiding woman by her husband, with 
the frauds and deceits practiced upon 
her by his father, exceed in atrocity any 
thing we read of in the most exaggerat- 
ed stories in novels of the day. I men- 
tion no names, for the reason that 1 re- 
ceived the whole story frcra her own 
lips, and of course I have no means of 
verifying them except that tho marriage 
can be proved by the records, copies of 
which are extant. The marriage, co- 
habitation for nearly a year, the birth of 
the ohild and her abandonment, all wore 
entirely unknown to her family until 
after her death. 
She was supposed by

and was known only by her maiden 
name."

When the Spaniards under tho fa- 


mous Uortus came to Mexico, in Ifill), 
thoy found the 
country inhabited by 


p'eoplo already civilizisd. 


About a hundred years before, the 


Tezcucans, '.he most enlightened of the 
native tribes, had a Prince whose histo- 
ry has a striking resemblance to that of 
tho Hebrew King David. 
His name is 


a hard one, but by dividing it into 
double syllables wo may master it^- 
Neza-hual-coyotl. 
In his youth, like 


David, ho was obliged to tlce for his 
life from the wrath of a morose mon- 
arch who occupied the throne, and he 
met with many romantic adventures and 
hair-breadth escapes. 


Once, when some soldiers -came to 


take him in his own house, he vanished 
in a cloud of incenso, such as attend- 
ants burned before princes, and con- 
cealed himself in a sewer until his ene- 
mies were gone. 
He lied to the moun- 


tains, where he slept in caves and thick- 
ets, and lived on wild fruits, occasional. 
ly showing himself in the cottages of 
the poor people, who befriended 
their 


prince at the peril of their own lives. 
Once, when closely pursued, passing a 
f 


irl who was reaping in a Hold, lie 
cggocl her to cover him from sight 


with the stalks of grain she was cutting; 
she did so, and when his enemies came 
up, directed tho pursuit into a wrong 
path. 
At another time he took refuge 


with some soldiers who were friendly to 
him, and who covered him with a war- 
drum, about which they were dancing. 
No bribe could induce his faithful people 
to betray him. 
" Would you not deliver up your 


Prince if lie came in your way?" ho 
once asked a young country-fellow, to 
whom his person was unknown. 


"Never!" replied tins peasant. 
" Not for a fair lady's hand and a great 


fortune?" said the P'rincc. 


"Not 
for all tho world!" was the 


uniwcr. 


The Prince, who was rightful heir to 


the throne, grew every day in the favor, 
of the people, and at last he found him- 
self at the head of an army, while the 
bad King was more and more detested. 
A battle was fought, tho usurper's forces 
were 
routed, and ho was 
afterward 


slain. Tho Prince, who.so lately lied for 
his life, was now proclaimed King. 


He at once set about reforming abuses, 


and making wise laws for his kingdom. 
He established a society devoted to the 
encouragement of science and art. He 
gave prizes for the best literary compo- 
sitions (for these people had a sort of 
picture-writing), and he was himself a 
poet, like King David. His poems, 
gome of which have boon preserved and 
translated, were generally of a religious 
character.
